From the Marfhal de Villars's Camp near Spire, 
Fune 15. 


HE Army continues to confume 
the Forrage, and raife Contribu- 
tions ; and no Enemy has yet ap- 
pear'd on this fide of the Rhine ; 
but a few Days ago a Party of the Garrifon 
of Landau took one of our Commiflaries 
of Provifions, and with him Twenty thou- 
fand Livres. ‘The Lines of Weiffenbourg 
are finifhing, from the Mountains co the 
Camp of Lauterbourg ; and the Communi- 
cation of Drufenheim with Fort Louis is 
fecur'd. Prince Lewis of Baden continues 
encamp’d at Linckenheim, whither he hés 
caus'd a great Number of Boats to be con- 
vey'd in Waggons, as tho’ he had a Defign 
to lay a Bridge over the Rhine. The Mar- 
thai de Villars, who omits nothing that may 
fruftrate the Defigns of the Enemy, has or- 
der’d fome Detachments to obferve their 
Motions. 


Falmouth, June 27. On Tuefday laft came 


in here the Buffenburgh and Seven Provinces — 


2 Dutch Privateers from Cruifing, and with 
them a Prize of 18 Guns from Nants bound 


for the Weft Indies, laden with Cloath, Al- | 


monds, &c. Juft now came in the Alliance 
Pacquét-Boat, Captain Green, with a Mail 


from Lisbon. 
‘Phmouth, June 28. To Day came in a 


Ship. from Barbadoes, that came thence in 
Company with a Ship ariiv’d at Briftol. 


Whereof an Account was given in Satur- 
ay’s Courant.] Two French Privateers have 
forcd aihore the Greyhound from Antegoa, 
3 Leagues to the Weftward of this Place, 
and burnt her, altho’ the Captain and his 
Crew with the heip of the Country, defend- 
ed her from 7 in the Morning till 6 in the 
Evening. 

At Dartmouth is arriv’d another Ship from 


Antegoa but having been 7 Wéeks in her 
Voyage brings no freih News. 


Shields, June 28. Thirty Sail of Colliers 


are juftarriv’d here, without Convoy. About 
40 Sail of laden Colliers, will be ready to 
ail ina Day or two. 

Yarmouth, June 28. Yefterday pafs’d thro’ 
thefe Roads about 100 Sail of laden Colliers, 
under Convoy of 2 Men of War ; and this 
Morning pafs'd through about 60 more, un- 
der Convoy of 2 other Men of War.
